CHIEF JUSTICE REBUKES 
DR. WOODMAN. 


There were some interesting 


developments In the case yegter- 


dxy afternoon afler we went to 


press. Cisoss-examined by Mr. 
Jenkin, plaintiff stated that he 
saw Dr. Strahan, who refused to 
give an opinion on the case, as be 
considered this would be contrary 
to the rutes of professional eti- 
quette, . Replying to 
questions, he stated that his 
complaint was that Dr, Sanders 
had not madeany attempt to treat 
his hand as afractured hand. Ifhe 
had dome so. and aven failed, plain- 
tiff would not have complained. 

Plaintiff denied that he had 
discussed with Dr. Woodman the 
treatment he was receiving before 
he carne out of hospital. Asked 
ifhe ever suggested to Dr. Sanders 
that the latter was not treating 
him properly, plaintiff said it was 
not his place to suggest to the 


doctor whether he was right or 


wrong. Onhis first examination. 
of the hand, Dr. Sanders assured 
him that nothing was broken. 

Dr. W. J. Woodman, Assistant 
Medical Offeer of Health for 
Kowloon, was called -in support 
of plaintiff's’ cage, and, handed 
three photographs, said one sug- 
gested a fracture of ‘the radius. 
Two of these photographs showed 
a fracture of the upper end of the 
metacarpal bone of the index 
finger of the right hand. Asked 
by Mr. Alabaster whether if the 
hand had been property examined 
thrnugh the X-Ray screen the 
day after the iajury occurred, 
these- injuries would have beer 
visible. Dr. Woodman said the 
injury of the metacarpal bone 
would have heen, for certain. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jenkin. 
Dr. Woodman said be had “not 
examined plaintiff's wrist and 
arm. The whole of his evidence 
was based on the examination of 
the three X-Ray photographs. 
He knew nothing about the his- 
tory of the case excepting what 
plaintiff had told him. Question- 
ed regardingtbe letter he wrote 
for plaintiff, Dr- Woodman said 
he bad not frequently written 
such letters. The principal reason 
he did not consult Dr. Sanders on 
the. matter was because. he 
(witness). was extremely ithatthe 
time. 

Repiyisgto the Chief Justice, 
Dr. Woodman said it did not 
occur to him that such @ lettor 
was an implement which could 
be used later on.
